AND EASEMENTS THEREIN; PROVIDING FOR THE EMERGENCY CLAUSE; AND

 WHEREAS, Village on the Creeks and various property owners within Village on the 

Creeks wish to dedicate South 54th Street to the City for use as a public street; 

 

 WHEREAS, this public street will provide access to the location of the streambank 

restoration project and future park known as the Pinnacle Hills Open Space project;
